WELL KNOWN GAY- 
LORD MAN DES 


Frank A. Kramer, a_ well-known 
Gaylord business man, passed away 
‘at Grayling Mercy Hospital early 
Monday morning, Aug. 27th, 1928, 
‘after a short illness following an 
Operation: of a serious character. 


i There are few men whose lives are 


crowned with the honor and respect 
which was universally accorded to 
Frank A. Kramer, who: for . nearly 
half a century had been connected 
with the commercial world of North- 
ern Michigan. With him success in 
‘life had been reached by sterling 
qualities. of mind and a heart true 
to every manly principle. He had 
never deviated from what his judg- 
tment indicated to be right and honor. 
‘eble between his fellowmen and him- 
self. He never swerved from the 
path of duty and had every reason 
:to enjoy the consciousness of having 
gained for himself by his. honorable, 
straightforward career the confidence 
jand respect of the entire community 
‘in which he so long occupied a ‘prom- 
:inent part. The business career ot 
few other men of Gaylord has ex- 
tended over a longer period; and none 
bas been more faultless in 
fearless in conduct and stainless in 
reputation. 

.For upwards of 85 years he had 
been the respected president of the 
Gaylord State Savings Bank, which 
he held by reason of his efficiency and 
integrity. 

Mr, Kramer was 4 native of Russia, 
‘his birthplace being the city of Riga. 
He emigrated to this country in his 
youth, taking up his residence in 
the city of Cleveland, where he 
acquired the rudiments of his com- 
meicial career.

Many of the older Grayling resi- 
dents will be sorry to hear of the 


thirty years, leaving in 1897 for De- 
troit. Mr. Clement was accidentally 
killed in the Wabash railroad yards 
in Detroit last Thursday. 

Levi Clement was born December 
13th, 1858, and as a young man came 
to Grayling in about 1870 to work for 
the Salling Hanson Lumber Company, 
where he was foreman for several 
years.
